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From the Editor’s Desk 


he Ira Butler Trophy winners for 2001 are announced in this issue. 

These awards recognise excellence within Australian native orchid 
hybrids and are keenly sought after. In fact, many growers put a greater 
weighting on these awards than many quality awards from various judging 
bodies within Australia. Congratulations to Stewart and Helen Penman of 
Kyogle, New South Wales who won this annual award with an as yet unreg- 
istered hybrid that was no only owned by them, but a result of their own 
breeding program — Dendrobium (Groster x kingianum). The Bill Murdoch 
Trophy for 2001 went to Tony Blewitt’s large plant of Dendrobium spe- 
closum subsp. curvicaule ‘Daylight Moon’ FCC/AOC-NSW. The First 
Class Certificate it received is the highest award ever given to an Australian 
species orchid. This clone has been known in native orchid circles for quite 
some time and has also been used in hybrids and line-breeding, with a num- 
ber of nurseries selling its progeny. Ira Butler Trophy Committee secretary, 
Ros Capell, gives us all the prizewinners in this issue. 

Victorian wildflower photographer, Murray Millard, shows us some of 
the terrestrial orchids he has seen in the Grampians National Park. He has 
spent many hours in the bush locating and capturing these unique plants on 
film, and earns part of his income from selling framed prints of his work. 

Rudolf Jenny describes a new species of Embreea from Colombia in this 
issue. This genus is closely related to the “up-side down” orchids, 
Stanhopea. 

Sydney orchid grower Gary Hart shows some of his favourite novelty 
slipper orchids, and provides a few pointers for their successful culture. 
Paphiopedilums have always been popular in cultivation, with interest in 
the species at an all time high. Even the complex paphiopedilums, which 
have been on the outer for the past decade, are making new inroads as 
more people discover how easy they are to grow and appreciate the long- 
lived blooms. 

I have written a small piece on Pholidota, a somewhat neglected 

' Southeast Asian genus of about thirty species that is related to Coelogyne 
and Dendrochilum. They are actually very easy to grow and quickly 
build up into specimen size. Five species are described and illustrated in 
this article. 

Highly respected botanist and prolific author, David Jones, was recently 
presented with the Australian Orchid Foundations prestigious “Award of 
Honour” for his enormous contribution to orchids in Australia. There 
would be no one who would know more about Australia’s orchids than 
David, yet his interest is not just restricted to this group of plants. He also 
is an acknowledged authority on palms, ferns, cycads and Australian 
plants. David has written over 30 books and I’m sure many of our readers 
would have at least one of his texts in their home libraries. Congratulations 
David on this honour.

his year’s winner was Champion 
Orchid at the Casino & District 
Orchid Society Show. The show 
marshal’s description was that the plant 
was very floriferous with 16 upright inflo- 
rescences of beautifully presented, well 
rounded mauve/pink flowers of excellent 
texture with a very broad pale labellum 
speckled mauve to match the rest of the 


flower, with each raceme carrying up to 11 
flowers displayed above the foliage. 

This lovely orchid is owned by Stewart 
and Helen Penman of Kyogle, and it was 
bred by them. It comprises 62.5% 
Dendrobium kingianum, 15.625% D. fal- 
corostrum, 12.5% D. fleckeri, 6.25% D. 
speciosum, and 3.125% D. tetragonum. 

Of the runners up, a noteworthy com- 
petitor was Colin & Myrtle Manthey’s fine 
plant of Dendrobium John’s Charm 
‘Myrtle’. This Dendrobium sect. Spatulata 
hybrid recently received an Award of 
Merit from the Australian Orchid Council 
and Queensland Orchid Society. 

Of the 30 nominations this year, 4 were 
from State societies, 16 from State or 
OSCOV affiliated societies, 8 from ANOS 
groups, 1 from NOSSA and 1 from the 
Dungog Show. 10 plants had received 
quality awards during the year. Again the 
overwhelming majority of entries were 
dendrobiums. There were no terrestrials.

This magnificent orchid is owned by 
A.P. & J.L. Blewitt and was eligible for 
nomination by reason of having been 
awarded a First Class Certificate, the high- 
est quality award that can be granted to an 
orchid. 

The nomination form describes the 
plant as having had an excellent arrange- 
ment of flowers, with the colour excellent 
and flowers clean. The longest inflores- 
cence had 118 flowers, the flowers widely 
opening for this variety and of excellent 
shape. The plant had 7 inflorescences, 
with 714 flowers. There were 93 flowers 
on the inflorescence judged. 


There were a total of 23 nominations for 
the Bill Murdoch Trophy this year, of 
which 5 were from State societies, 9 from 
State or OSCOV affiliated societies, 7 
from ANOS groups and | from NOSSA. 
One other entry had also received a qual- 
ity award during the year.

It’s estimated that there are 
several species of orchids in the park some of which have been 
classified as endangered or vulnerable. During spring the area 
is a blaze with colour and attracts visitors and orchid enthusi- 
asts from all over Australia.

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Among the genera found in the park are Thelymitra, known 
as the sun orchid. These colourful flowers only open in warm 
sunny weather, hence their common name. The perfume emit- 
ted from these orchids is believed to attract native bees that 
ensure cross-pollination. The area also has an impressive vari- 


Pyrorchis nigricans (previously well known as Lyperanthus nigricans) 
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ety of Caladenia or spider orchids. Flowers with long fila- 
mentous segments characterize these intriguing orchids. It is 
acknowledged that clubbing on the end of these long petals are 
sexual attractants used to attract native male wasps. The label- 
lum of the orchid often mimics a female wasp and pollen is 
transferred during pseudocopulation. 

Native orchids are among Australia’s most treasured flora. 
However, habitat destruction has led to a major decline in 
orchid numbers. Some have become extinct and many are now 
endangered. All Victorian native orchids are protected under

the Flora & Fauna Guarantee Act of 1988. The collecting of 
these plants is illegal and destructive. In order to protect and 
preserve these beautiful plants for future generations to enjoy 


greater levels of awareness and conservation will be required.

Thelymitra X macmillanii (a frequently seen natural hybrid between 
T. antennifera and T. megcalyptra) 
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fter the recent publication of the 
new variety, Embreea rodigasiana 
AA var.  herrenhusana in the 
Australian Orchid Review (Jenny, 2001) I 
received from Mr.Vanderwinden in 
Belgium a pickled flower of an Embreea 
for determination. When I removed the 
flower out of the bottle, it was clear in sec- 
onds that the plant was absolutely identical 
with the type specimen of Embreea rodi- 
gasiana var. herrenhusana from the col- 
lection of the Herrenhaeuser Gaerten in 
Hannover, Germany. Giinter Hubein col- 
lected the original plant, now in the col- 
lection at Herrenhausen in Berlin, in 1978 
in the Choco, Colombia. 

Fortunately we know that the plant from 
the collection of Mr. Vanderwinden is def- 
initely not a division of the type but a spec- 
imen purchased 1996 in _ Stuttgart, 
Germany, by Mr.Deschaever from Jose 
Portilla. So we have at least two plants 
from independent sources. Of the plant 
from Mr.Vanderwinden, several divisions 
are in cultivation, one of them in the 
National Stanhopea Collection of Dick 
Hartley in England. Since the morpholog- 
ical differences are very distinctive and are 
confirmed in two independent clones, I 
think Embreea rodigasiana var. herrenhu- 
sana is worthy of specific status and 
should no longer be treated as a variety of 
Embreea rodigasiana.

Description: 


Plant epiphytic with creeping rhizome 
and clustered growths. Pseudobulbs rec- 
tangular to ovoid, grey-green, quadrate in 
cross-section 3.5 — 4 cm high and 3 — 3.5 
cm wide, always unifoliate. Leaves grey- 
green, petiolate, broadly lanceolate, pli- 
cate and acute, 20 — 35 cm long and 12 — 
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15 cm wide, petiole round and notched on 
one-side, 15 — 18 cm long. Inflorescence 
directed downwards from the base of the 
bulb, up to 25 cm long and always with a 
single flower. Entire inflorescence covy- 
ered by large, spread out broadly triangu- 
lar and acute bracts. Ovarium to 10 cm 
long and 0.4 — 0.6 cm in diameter, very 
finely black pilose. Flowers 12 — 14 cm 
large in all, sepals and petals creme to light 
yellow, with dark red and large spots on 
the inside of the sepals. Lip golden creme 
to light yellow, covered with fine dark red 
spots. Column cream to light yellow with 
red spots. 

Dorsal sepal lanceolate, concave, 
acute, 8 — 8.5 cm long and 3.5 — 3.8 cm 
wide at the broadest part. Lateral sepals 
lightly asymmetric, broadly lanceolate, 
acute, 8.5 — 9 cm long and 3.5 — 4 cm wide 
at the broadest part in the basic third, 
spread sideways, connate at the base for 2 
cm. Petals long-triangular, acute, undu- 
late, 8 — 8.5 cm long and 1.8 — 2 cm wide 


at the base. 

Lip 8 — 8.5 cm long in all and 1.5 cm 
(hypochile) wide, hypochile only a bit 
wider than epichile, attached to a narrow 
column foot, flat at base, with round bot- 
tom in front, distinctly dented in the mid- 
dle, opening short-rectangular, bridge 
long, narrow at base, triangular in front, 
ending in a callus with three long, sharp 
bristles, outer edge at hypochile sharply 
triangular at base and not bent. Transition 
to mesochile smooth. Horns broad and flat 
in cross-section at the base, ending in front 
in very long, sharp bristles and towards 
base in an elongated tooth. Epichile thick 
and elongated triangular with a distinct 
hump near the base. 

Column slender and curved at base, in 
the front half straight and broadly, triangu- 
lar winged, at the apex ending both sides 
of the anther in two triangular, somewhat 
protruding small horns, 7.5 — 8 cm long 
and 1.5 — 1.7 cm wide at the broadest part 
on both sides of the pollinarium with a 
long bristle (0.6 cm). 

Pollinia 2, narrow, club-shaped on nar- 
row stipes and ovate, one-sidedly 
extended viscidium, pollinia 0.2 cm long, 
entire pollinarium 0.5 cm long. 


Distribution: 


The plant described was collected in the 
Choco in Colombia.

Novelty Paphiopedilums 


ybrid paphiopedilums are loosely 
divided into two or three broad 
categories. There are the large 
complex hybrids, multi-floral & sequen- 
tial flowered hybrids and the so-called 
Maudiae type hybrids. Of course to con- 
fuse things there are  intersectional 
hybrids, which are produced by crossing

plants from two or more of these groups. 
At times all sorts of terminology are used 
to describe these plants. Primary Hybrids, 
Developmental Hybrids, Vinicolor Type, 
Maudiae Type, Chinese Primaries and so 
the list goes on. To me they are basically 
hybrid Paphiopedilums, which are much 
closer to their original species ancestors 


than the larger complex paphiopedilums. 
When looking at the parentage of these 
plants, many are first or correctly termed 
primary hybrids (a cross between two dif- 
ferent species) and many more are only 
one or two generations from the species. 
Many of these have been very attractive 
and have done a lot to renew interest and 
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Paphiopedilum (Red Maude x barbatum) 


popularise Paphiopedilum growing world- 
wide. In fact the greatest number of new 
plant hybrid registrations in the last ten 
years have been for Phalaenopsis and 
paphiopedilums 

In 1964 when  Paphiopedilum 
sukhakulii was discovered and became 
readily available, a whole new wave of 
Paphiopedilum breeding started. This cou- 
pled with the discovery and use in breed- 
ing of the dark red species Paphiopedilum 
callosum ‘Jac’ (now regarded by some as 
a distinct species, P. viniferum), created a 
great resurgence of interest in expanding 
the range of colours available in the hybrid 
Paphiopedilum world. Everyone wanted a

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“vini-paph”, they were sensational and 
even today arouse great interest and 
excitement. Just as the interest was begin- 
ning to level out, the “Chinese Paphs” 
were discovered, and the fever started 
again. Paphiopedilum —armeniacum, 
Paphiopedilum micranthum and 
Paphiopedilum malipoense were sensa- 
tional and continue to hold the imagination 
of Paphiopedilum breeders around the 
world as they are used in breeding world- 
wide. New discoveries such as 
Paphiopedilum hangianum & 
Paphiopedilum vietnamense ensure that 
the excitement will continue for some time 
to come. 


Paphiopedilum Pat Hart ‘Smoky’ 


Growing conditions for this large and 
varied group of paphiopedilums basically 
falls into two broad divisions. The vast 
majority of the plants have mottled leaves. 
Have you ever wondered why? The mot- 
tling is actually a light trapping mecha- 
nism the plant uses to extract maximum 
use of the available light. The light areas 
acting as prisms, to concentrate the light 
on the greener areas of the leaf rich in 
chlorophyll. In other words they like rea- 
sonable amounts of shade (I grow mine 
under 70% shade cloth all year) resulting 
in a soft filtered light. Watering should 
produce conditions where the mix is con- 
tinually damp without being wet and

waterlogged. The second group of mottled 
leafed Paphiopedilum hybrids are those 
bred within or having a large part of the 


Parvisepalum section (including 
Paphiopedilum armeniacum and 
Paphiopedilum micranthum) or _ the 
Brachypetalum section (including 
Paphiopedilum bellatulum and 


Paphiopedilum concolor) in their parent- 
age. This group will happily grow and 
flower well with even less light and less 
water. In fact they have a definite growing 
period (Spring through Summer) and a 
definite rest period (late Autumn through 
Winter). During this rest period it is impor- 
tant to hold back on the water and only 


give them enough to keep he roots viable. 
For this reason I bench this entire group 
together so their watering can be con- 
trolled. So many have been lost by being 
over-watered when they were at rest. 
What of the future? It is hard to tell for 
certain, but one thing is for sure there will 
be worldwide hybridising of the already 
available and newly discovered paphiope- 
dilums as they become available. One only 
has to look at the impact Paphiopedilum 
sukhakulii had on Paphiopedilum breed- 
ing since its discovery and all of the sub- 
sequent discoveries. There will be contin- 
ued crossings with standard paphiope- 
dilums, plus intersectional breeding within

the subgenus families, multifloral and 
sequential flowering crosses. Also not for- 
getting the standard white and yellow 
paphiopedilums that rival the colour of 
Paphiopedilum armeniacum and 
Paphiopedilum niveum forma album. The 
future is exciting, the hybrids are being 
made and new ones flowering each season, 
as each year passes we lay down the foun- 
dation for the paphiopedilums of the

holidota is a small genus of about 
thirty Southeast Asian epiphytes, 
which are related to Dendrochilum 
and Coelogyne, and enjoy similar growing 
conditions. Many of the species in culti- 
vation have quite lax, pendent inflores- 
cences of blooms, in two ranks, with 
prominent, papery bracts behind the flow- 
ers. Most species. are spring and summer 
flowering. When given favourable condi- 
tions, these plants can be quite fast grow- 
ing and can quickly develop into speci- 
men plants, particularly the smaller grow- 
ing species. 
Pholidota articulata is a widespread 
species found throughout Southeast Asia,

with the illustrated plant coming from 
Thailand. It has short racemes of up to 
eight, small white to pinkish-cream 
blooms, with a white, pink and yellow 
labellum. It grows best potted, under 
intermediate conditions. The unusual 
arrangement of the pseudobulbs, stacked 
one on top of another, is a distinctive fea- 
ture of this species. 

Pholidota cantonensis is a small creep- 
ing species from China and Taiwan. It has 
short inflorescences of up to sixteen, 
small white to cream blooms, with a 
bright golden yellow labellum. Due to its 
ascending habit, this species is best 
mounted on a cork slab or plaque, under 


intermediate conditions. P. uraiensis is a 
synonym. 

Pholidota chinensis is a fast-growing 
species, from China and Vietnam, which 
quickly multiplies into a specimen plant. 
It has pendulous inflorescences of up to 
twenty buff-coloured flowers with a white 
and orange-brown lip. Plants may be 
grown potted or on treefern plaques. It is 
a cool to intermediate growing species 
that should be in every orchid collection. 

Pholidota imbricata is a widespread 
species, found within the range of the 
genus. It has pendent inflorescences, with 
distinctive brown bracts behind the off- 
white blooms. Up to 50 blooms are pro-

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duced in summer, on a spiralled rachis. It 
is known as the “rattlesnake orchid’, an 
allusion to the immature flower spike. It 
requires warm to intermediate conditions, 
but some clones from mountainous 
regions can be grown cool. Some taxono- 
mists consider P. pallida to be a synonym. 
Pholidota ventricosa is an impressive 
larger growing species from Peninsula 
Malaysia, Vietnam, Indonesia, Borneo, 
the Philippines and New Guinea. In plant 
habit it looks like a robust Coelogyne. It 
has upright inflorescences of up to forty, 
pale yellowish blooms, with a white label- 
lum having prominent sidelobes. It grows 
as an epiphyte and Jim Cootes told me he 
has seen it growing in the Philippines as a 
terrestrial. It grows best in a pot in a bark- 
based mix in intermediate conditions. It 
can be grown cooler, but such plants 
rarely bloom.

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David Jones presented with the 
Australian Orchid Foundation 
‘Award of Honour” 


I October 2001, David Jones was pre- 
sented with the Australian Orchid 
Foundation’s prestigious “Award of 
Honour” for recognition of his enormous 
contribution to orchids in Australia and 
internationally. Previous _ recipients 
include such illustrious names as Alick 
Dockrill, Gerald McCraith, Hermon 
Slade, Wal Upton and Len Lawler. What 
follows is an edited version of the success- 
ful nomination that was compiled by Mark 
Clements, Gerald McCraith and Helen 
Richards, which was passed unanimously 
by the ten independent referees appointed 
by the directors of the AOF. 

David Lloyd Jones was born in Victoria 
in 1944 and has had a deep interest in 
Australian flora including orchids since 
his boyhood. He attended Burnley 
Horticultural College where he obtained 
his Diploma of Horticulture, being dux of 
the college in his final year. He went on to 
Melbourne University, graduating with a 
Bachelor of Agricultural Science degree. 

He was employed as a professional hor- 
ticulturalist by the Victorian Department 
of Agriculture at the Knoxfield 
Horticultural Research Institute for 14 
years. There he was instrumental in imple- 
menting many innovative programs in the 
study of Australian plants, especially in 
relation to their nutrient requirements 

His extensive knowledge of orchids was 
recognised when in 1968 he was asked to 
co-edit, with Mr Bruce Muir, the publica- 
tion by Thomas Nelson (Australia) Ltd of 
the complete collection of W.H. Nicholls’ 
water-colours and manuscripts, resulting 
in the publication of Orchids of Australia 
in time for the World Orchid Conference 
held in Sydney in 1969. Around this time 
he became deeply involved in the study of 
the pollination of native orchids. 

In 1968, the Victorian Group of the 
Australasian Native Orchid Society was 
formed. David was a foundation member 
and foundation committee member. He 
was later honoured with life-membership. 

David and his wife, Barbara (who also 
obtained her Diploma of Horticulture at 
Burnley) opened a nursery called ‘Geewan 
Ferns’, adjacent to the large Australian 
plants nursery ‘Austraflora’ at Montrose, 
where they propagated and sold Australian 
ferns and orchids during the late 1960s and 
into the 1970s. 

In 1973, David described his first 
orchid, Corybas hispidus, publishing it in 
the Victorian Naturalist. 

The family moved to the Currumbin 
Valley area of south Queensland in 1978, 
where they established a nursery, supply- 
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Calochilus

ing plants to the Gold Coast for many 
years. During this time, David continued 
studying orchids, making contact with 
many of the local enthusiasts and search- 
ing the countryside with them. By then he 
was becoming a prolific author of books 
on many subjects relating to plants. Native 
Orchids of Australia, a major reference 
book on all known species at that time and 
published in 1988. 

In 1987, David and family moved to 
Canberra where he took up the position of 
Horticultural Research Officer in the 
research section of the Australian National 
Botanic Gardens. After a year during 
which time he evaluated the viability of 
the 40 or more horticultural projects being 
undertaken at the ANBG, he approached 
management and proposed a change of 
direction for him, namely to refocus his 
research on the taxonomy of various 
Australian plant groups, but particularly 
orchids. 

With official approval, David set about 
expanding areas of research into orchids 
by undertaking field work and focusing on 
the collection of particular groups in need 
of study, increasing the National 
Herbarium reference collection of orchids 
and introducing new techniques necessary 
for the study of these plants These 
included the floral dissection cards, facili- 
tating the general understanding and 
recording of the biodiversity of the 
Australian orchid flora. A significant part 
of his work involved the setting up of a 
network of professional and amateur 
botanists throughout Australia with whom 
he set up a liaison in order to obtain addi- 


tional fresh orchid material for study. By 
this means he significantly expanded and 
sped up the process of searching and 
studying orchids throughout the country. 
In addition to receiving and identifying 
many new species of orchids, David 
undertook the botanical drawing of many 
of these plants and now has in excess of 
2000 illustrations. Many of these have 
been used in the description of new species 
and in various other botanical publica- 
tions. 

As a direct result of his work and the 
publication of various articles on 
Australian orchids, David has been invited 
by other professional botanists to be 
involved in many cooperative projects 
throughout Australia. These include: 
¢ Study of Tasmanian orchids with Hans 

Wapstra and others in the Tasmanian 

National Parks and Wildlife Service; 
¢ Study of orchids in south west Western 

Australia; 
¢ Flora treatments of the orchids of New 

South Wales, Victoria; 
¢ Treatment of the Diurideae in ‘Genera 

Orchidacearum’ for the Royal Botanic 

Gardens, Kew, England. 
¢ A major contributor to the Flora of 

Australia. 

Since his arrival in Canberra, firstly at 
the ANBG until 1994 and then as a 
Research Scientist in the Orchid Research 
Group at the Centre for Plant Biodiversity 
Research (a cooperative between the 
ANBG /_ Environment Australia 
Department and Plant Industry, CSIRO), 
David has undertaken numerous field trips 
to study orchids first hand as well as to col- 
lect material for research. On many occa- 
sions, he has undertaken one-day trips or 
sometimes trips for several days to specif- 
ically obtain fresh material of a particular 
species or group of orchids. His energy, 
experience and ability in the field are 
astounding. Areas where he has under- 
taken field trips include: 

Australian Capital Territory, Tasmania 
(most of the state), Victoria (most of the 
state) Kangaroo Island, Eyre and York 
Peninsula, the Flinders Ranges, southeast 
of South Australia, much of the eastern 
half of New South Wales, the south west of 
Western Australia and much of eastern and 
north eastern Queensland. Additionally, he 
has travelled overseas to Christchurch, 
New Zealand, New Caledonia, and the 
Torricelli Mountains in Papua New 
Guinea. 

Since commencement of his research on 
orchids in Canberra, David has recog- 
nised, described, named, renamed and 
illustrated over 300 species and several 
genera of orchids, both separately and in 
conjunction with various colleagues. He 
has taken us to a new level of understand- 
ing of the Australian orchid flora, having 
contributed directly or indirectly to the 
recognition of over 1300 species in 
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Australia (many yet to be described) effec- 
tively doubling the number recognised 
before he started in 1986. 

David has been a member of the 
Australian Orchid Foundation since its 
inception 25 years ago. He has been a 
member of the Research Committee since 
it was established and its Chairman for the 
last 15 years, during which time he has 
diligently and conscientiously carried out 
the responsibilities of that position. 

Finally, colleague and co-nominator 
Mark Clements comments on his associa- 
tion with David. 

“J have known and worked with David 
Jones for the past 25 years. David first 
came to my attention during my formative 
years back in South Australia. In 1969, the 
family was given a copy of Orchids of 
Australia by W.H. Nicholls, edited by 
Bruce Muir and David Jones. It was during 
an Australian Orchid Foundation meeting 
held at the then Canberra Botanic Gardens 
in 1975, that I first met David and we have 
been good friends and colleagues ever 
since. 

David Jones is without doubt one of the 
outstanding botanists of our time. His gen- 
eralist knowledge in horticulture and field 
experience of Australian plants, plant 
communities and associated natural his- 
tory is second to none in this country and 
the like of which we may never see again. 
This knowledge is not just confined to 
Australian plants, with his interests 
extending world wide to groups such as 
cycads, ferns and bulbous plants providing 
a basis for the publication of numerous 
extremely well researched and presented 
reference books (over 25) on a whole 
range of subjects. It is however the study 
of orchids, particularly Australian species, 
where David has excelled and made an 
immense contribution. His knowledge and 
understanding of the subject is astounding. 
Despite working closely with David over 
the past 15 years, his knowledge and work 
on these plants never ceases to amaze me. 

His overall contribution to the general 
knowledge of Australian orchids may 
never be equalled or surpassed.” |

othing to it, you say? Just choose an 
INSee that appeals and pay your 
money with a smile!! But choosing an 
orchid that will grow under your condi- 
tions and getting value for money are not 
quite so easy. 

For a start, where are the best places to 
buy your orchids? There are various 
options, ranging from the sales bench at 
orchid society shows and local, country or 
interstate nurseries to auctions of deceased 
estates and even overseas nurseries (pro- 
vided you have an import permit, a CITES 
certificate in the case of species orchids 
and access to quarantine facilities). Some 
growers also sell divisions of their orchids 
privately, if you ask them nicely! Which is 
best? They all have advantages and disad- 
vantages.

Beginners are advised to buy only 
where they can receive expert, unbiased 
advice as to whether the orchid is easy or 
difficult to grow and whether it will grow 
under their conditions. It is pointless to 
buy an orchid that requires heat unless you 
have a heated glasshouse, no matter how 
attractive its flowers. While it may grow 
indoors on a windowsill where it receives 
good indirect light, it will seldom grow as 
well as in a heated glasshouse. Before a 
flood of protest letters begin to pour in, I 
should acknowledge that several of our 
members grow and flower warm-growing 
Phalaenopsis plants indoors and are quite 
satisfied with the results. In general, 
though, such plants grown indoors seldom 
carry as many or such large flowers as 
those grown in a heated, humid glass-

house. Indoor culture of Phalaenopsis is 
fine if your aim is to enjoy the flowers in 
your own home but don’t expect them to 
win the Judges’ Vote. 

Of course, the first thing to look for 
before buying an orchid is its condition. 
Never buy an orchid that is not firmly 
secure in its pot (it may have no live roots) 
or which has ‘suspicious’ leaf markings 
that might indicate viral infection. Also 
look for insect pests such as scale, mealy 
bug or aphids, which could infest the rest 
of your collection. Some growers spray 
their newly acquired orchids with an 
insecticide before introducing them to 
their collections, whether they can detect 
the presence of pests or not. 

Many growers, including me, tend to 
buy orchids on impulse after seeing a spec- 
tacular example in flower. That’s fine, but 
only if you are sure that the orchid will 
grow well under your conditions. It’s a 
good idea to carry a book or two in the car 
when you go orchid shopping, so that you 
can look up the orchid and its requirements 
before you buy. I confess to browsing 
through the orchid books at Collector’s 
Corner sometimes before making a pur- 
chase. Bear in mind, though, that many 
orchid books, especially those written by 
European or American growers in cold 
areas, recommend intermediate conditions 
for most orchids. Experience here tells us 
that some of these orchids will grow in a 
shade house in Melbourne. All the same, 
ask an experienced, unbiased local grower 
before you buy. 

While it’s obviously more satisfactory 
to buy orchids that you can see and han- 
dle at a nursery or orchid show sales- 
bench, that’s not usually possible in the 
case of distant nurseries in country 
Victoria or interstate. In that case you 


’ have to rely on the descriptions in their 


catalogues. When Lorraine and I were 
accumulating our orchid collection, we 
would often order orchids from the cata- 
logues of nurseries in New South Wales 
and Queensland. There was great excite- 
ment as we unwrapped the bare-rooted 
plants, followed sometimes by disap- 
pointment but generally with great satis- 
faction. Of course, one has the added 
expense of packing and postage but usu- 
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ally that’s counterbalanced by a lower 
cost per plant than those available locally 
(interstate nurseries have fewer expenses 
than local ones because of lower heating 
costs). The quality of the plants from 
some nurseries did not match that from 
others but we soon learnt by experience 
the best nurseries to patronise. 

Orchid journals, such as the Australian 
Orchid Review and Orchids Australia, 
carry advertisements from many 
Australian orchid nurseries, who will 
send you their catalogue either free of 
charge or for the cost of postage. 
Unfortunately, the days are gone when 
nurseries such as Adelaide Orchids or 
Valley Orchids in South Australia pro- 
duced elaborate colour catalogues featur- 
ing their cymbidium mericlones. You 
felt that the colour photographs showed 
you exactly what to expect but, neverthe- 
less, they were sometimes misleading. 
For example, an illustration of a beauti- 
fully shaped and uniformly coloured 
flower did not also convey the informa- 
tion that the plant had a dreadful spike 
habit or that it only flowered well every 
second year! 

Buying orchids at auction is one of the 
riskiest ways to increase your collection, 
unless you very carefully examine the lots 
you intend to bid for. The society con- 
ducting the auction will do its best to 
ensure that the plants on offer are disease- 
free and in good condition but can’t guar- 
antee that this is true, so it’s a matter of ‘let 
the buyer beware’. Sometimes you can 
pick up a bargain at auction, especially if 
there are a more divisions of a particular 
plant on offer than there are buyers. But be 
prepared to encounter some stiff opposi- 
tion from your peers if only one plant of a 
closely held show winner is to be auc- 
tioned. Take care not to be drawn into a 
bidding duel unless you are quite sure of 
an orchid’s real value. Top growers often 
find it hard to buy orchids at a reasonable 
price at auction, because newer growers 
reckon those particular orchids must be 
special and decided to bid for them them- 
selves! In situations like this, one of the top 
growers always asked a new grower to bid 
for him! 

So you see, there is more to buying an 
orchid than you first thought! Be resigned 
to that the fact that you will experience dis- 
appointments when some of these orchids 
first flower. But take heart from the possi- 
bility that, by the law of averages, one 
eventually will turn out to be a show win- 
ner. |

There is a small 
commentary to each of the illustrations 
and indications of the size of the flowers. 
There is a wide range of orchid genera 
covered with particular emphasis placed 
on cymbidiums, dendrobiums, laelias, 
masdevallias, the Odontoglossum alliance 
and Paphiopedilum. 

The photographs are arranged in four 
chapters, referring on their main blooming 
season. Starting with winter to early 
spring, followed by spring to early sum- 
mer, summer to early autumn and finally 
autumn to early winter. The use of seasons 
ensures the text is also applicable to grow- 
ers in the northern hemisphere. 

This inexpensive book is exceptional 
value and importantly is written by some- 
one who knows and grows these orchids. I 
thoroughly recommend this book to orchid 
growers, as it will be of great value to both 
novice and experienced enthusiasts.

he end of an era came with the 
announcement of the retirement of 
Trevor James, one of the founders of the 
Orchid Society of New South Wales, and 
inaugural Honorary Secretary. At a testi- 
monial meeting the first President, Judge 
Markell, presented Mr. James with the 
Society’s Silver Medal. The meeting then 
unanimously carried a resolution electing 
Mr. James a Life Member. A firm sup- 
porter of the AOR, Mr. James was highly 
regarded for his serial contribution “Notes 
for Novices”, which was to continue for 
some time yet. 

The notes by James were complemented 
by the new series “Victorian Cultural 
Notes”, written by R. Bruce Hogg. 
Prompted by the post-war rush to build up 
collections by importing plants, Hogg also 
submitted a paper “Treatment of Imported 
Orchids”. Owing to prohibitive airmail 
charges, plants came then by ship and 
arrived starved for air, light and water. 
Hogg offered advice for stowage on the 
ship and for rehabilitation in the bush- 
house. Today, of course, we have very dif- 
ferent circumstances.

Fifty-five Years Ago 


in this column were reproduced several 
advertisements typical of the period which 
offered many southern and southeastern 
Asian orchids at low prices. This type of 
advertising was discontinued during the 
war but reappeared in the issues of 
1946/1947 and has continued in one form 
or another until the present day. The post- 
war prices had risen a little, but were 
derisory by comparison with those of 
today. A few examples taken at random 
may be of interest. (The prices have been 
converted to dollars.)

PER HUNDRED PLANTS When the fig- 
ures are adjusted for inflation these prices 
are still very attractive. One notice read 
“125,000 strong plants ready for ship- 
ment”. 

I have had the opportunity to speak with 
many people who have purchased plants 
from these sources either in small numbers 
for private collections or in bulk or nurs- 
eries. In hindsight it seems so simple — no 
quarantine, no CITES. But there were 
problems. Complaints I have heard 
include:- plants dead or nearly so; sent by 
seamail not airmail as advertised; plants 
not true to label nor to description, or 
short-changed in number; money sent but 
no plants received, then no answer to let- 
ters, or more promises but no action. 

Despite these malpractices many fine 
orchids were introduced into many 
Australian orchid collections. For exam- 
ple, I know of two plants of Dimorphorchis 
lowii which have been growing in separate 
collections for over 40 years. It would be 
interesting to know what proportion of 
plants imported in this way still survive. I 
ponder on the fate of the “150,000 strong 
plants ready for shipment”. |

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Cattleyas 


Catts are now in full growth. Leads are matur- 
ing and new roots moving in all directions. 

GARDEN PARTY ® is very good to use on 
your catts this time of the year. Give them a 
good soaking weekly. Look for scale, this sea- 
son has been very bad for scale. use ANTI- 
SCALE® or one of the oils such as ECO- 
OIL®. You will need to apply two or three 
applications every seven to ten days. Spray late 
in the day, not when the sun is high in the sky. 

Water every three or four days, but mist 
down on hot days. keep the humidity up to or 
around 60-70% during the day. Remember it 
will automatically rise during the night! This 
will help stop leaf burn. 

if you have a little spare time you can pot on 
some of your overgrown seedlings. 

Good growing for 2002. B 


Cymbidiums 

It is now mid summer and this means our 
plants are in growth mode. If plants are in an 
area that induces leaf burn apply ENVY® at the 
recommended rate. This will slow the respira- 
tion rate down. depending on weather condi- 
tions you may have to water most days. it is a 
good idea to soak every three or four days and 
in between give plants a nice soft mist just on 
sundown. 

You can apply a good general purpose fer- 
tiliser every week. Remember give the plant a 
good soak with it, not a little sprinkle on the 
leaf. The nutrient is mainly absorbed by the 
leaves. A little wetter is often beneficial. If you 
grow ina bark medium you will have to fertilise 
a little more often to take into account the nitro- 
gen draw down in the bark. 

Many growers side dress now with a con- 
trolled release fertiliser such as NUTRA- 
COTE® or OSMOCOTE®. The 5/6 month 
release is the most popular for summer applica- 
tions. A tablespoon to a 200ml pot is about 
right. 

Watch for two spotted mites. Last season 
many growers had good success with 
D.C.TRON PLUS OIL® while others intend to 
use ECO-OIL® again this growing season. 
Remember if using any oil spray only spray late 
in the day or early evening or you may get a lit- 
tle phyto problems. 

Black Spot fungus is now on the move. 
Spray every ten days if you are troubled with it 
use MANCOZEB®. It is a good idea to add 
some SPRAYTECH OIJL® to the MAN- 
COZEB® to hold on to the leaves. Please read 
directions regarding rates etc. 

If root rot is not a problem you may want to 
use FONGARID®. Remember a fungicide 
cannot cure a bad compost or poor culture. 


Australian Natives 


As growers of plants in small containers we 
have made them totally dependent on us for 
their well-being. The result is that we need to 
be able to adapt our growing conditions to suit 
the plants, and involves trying to beat nature to 
a certain degree. These couple of months can 
produce all kinds of weather changes and cop- 
ing with that can be a challenge. 
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February in temperate Australia can be any- 
thing from hot and dry to hot and steamy along 
the coast with very high humidity and little air 
movement. At any time these conditions can 
give way to a sudden chill. March will often 
continue hot, but can also see the first frosts in 
inland areas. Add to this the potential for 
drought breaking, flood rain and it’s easy to see 
why growers have to keep their wits about 
them. 

February is also a time for sudden and severe 
thunderstorms. Remove any weak or dead 
branches from overhanging trees to reduce the 
chance of them falling onto your orchids. After 
a storm check for any damage. Trim broken 
pseudobulbs and leaves, fix any plants that 
have been toppled over and repair any damage 
to the protective covering of your shadehouse 
and hothouse. 

Remember that sealed houses don’t get the 
benefit of rain water and will quickly dry out in 
the still warm conditions unless you turn on he 
misters. In these months you need to keep the 
fans running and have the hothouse heaters 
ready at the same time. This is also the time to 


get ready to return any cold sensitive plants that 
have been holidaying outdoors over summer 
back into their winter accommodation. The 
timing of this will depend on your conditions 
and short term weather forecasts. 

Hot, humid conditions are perfect for creat- 
ing fungal and bacterial problems. Soft new 
growths can fill with water and rot off, dam- 
aged leaves develop black areas and roots can 
rot in soggy mix. Plenty of air movement 
between plans will allow them to dry between 
wet spells and the best way is to avoid over- 
crowding — but who wants to have spare bench 
space when there is room for another native 
orchid? If things get too bad this is one time 
when using fungicide as a last resort is recom- 
mended. Just be sure to get the correct one for 
the problem. 

Repotting should be completed by now as 
root growth will slow and the plants will not 
establish themselves in the pot before winter. 
However, that doesn’t mean you ignore any 
urgent cases. A bit of work now could save a lot 
of damage over winter. Look for any plants that 
have not grown well over summer. Some areas

Dendrobium jenkinsii is a dwarf grow- 
ing Dendrobium from the Callista 
Section. It is widespread in India and 
Southeast Asia. Habitat elevation varies 
from as low as 500m in north-eastern 
India to as high as 200m in the more 
southerly regions. 

The mature pseudobulbs are only 
2-3cm long and laterally compressed. 
They form a mat that appears to creep 
over the bark of trees and sometimes 
becoming upright and forming dense 
tufts. each pseudobulb bears a single api- 
cal leaf and a 1-3 flowered inflorescence. 

I obtained a small piece of 
Dendrobium jenkinsii from a fellow 
orchid member about nine years ago. it 
has been repotted every two years to its 
present size, a 33cm diameter and 7cm 
deep saucer. The plant is growing in mis- 
cellaneous bark mix and is watered 
heavily during the summer and kept 
drier in the winter months. I have found 
growing Den. jenkinsii in a shallow con- 


tainer most successful. The plant lives in 
my shadehouse, which has a laserlite 
roof and 50% shadecloth. 

When I submitted the plant for award 
judging the plant carried approximately 
150 flowers, 2-5-3cm across and pure 
gold in colour. it was submitted to the 
OSNSW judging panel at North Shore 
Orchid Society’s meeting on the 7th of 
November 2001. The plant was granted 
an Award of Cultural commendation 
with 83 points. 

This clone was named after my late 
father.

have had conditions where plant growth must 
have suffered but in general there should be 
nice, lush new growths reaching maturity. 
Some plants might go for a second lot of 
growths. Keep the fertiliser up and be sure they 
get plenty of light. 

Get stuck into the fertilising at this time. A 
change to a bloom boosting formula is also a 
good idea as it will harden off new growths and 
get the plants ready for spring flowering. Keep 
it dilute, More won’t make the plants grow 
faster, it will just burn the roots and cause 
scouring of the potting media. 

Once the heat drops it is a good time to 
deflask seedlings. There will be enough 
warmth to get them established before winter. 
Be sure to keep up the water and very dilute fer- 
tiliser. 

This is the time when some of the terrestrial 
orchids begin their growth with the tiny leaves 
popping out of the potting mix. Any repotting 
should have been completed by now. 

The autumn flowering natives produce buds 
now. As many are of tropical origin or have par- 
ents that are very sensitive to sudden cold snaps 
in temperate areas. This is why it is so impor- 
tant to have the heaters ready to run. 

The natives in bloom or coming into bud 
now include a large number of species and 
hybrids with vary varied blooms. The well- 
known Dendrobium bigibbum and its hybrids, 
D. schneiderae, Bulbophyllum exiguum, B. 
schillerianum, B. weinthalii, Dockrillia bow- 
mannii, Cadetia and Liparis species. | 


Paphiopedilum 

The weather is normally hot and, particu- 
larly during February, quite humid. If you 
haven’t taken precautions against mealy bug 
and scale, keep an eye out. Scale usually only 
becomes a problem in collections which have 
been neglected and can usually be traced to host 
plants, often ferns. Mealy bug, on the other 
hand, can appear almost out of the blue and you 
can have a major infestation before you notice 
it. Both these pests can be controlled with 
“‘Malascale’; repeat spraying may be necessary. 

Care of paphs. during this period of the year 
consists mainly of routine watering and the reg- 
ular application of soluble fertiliser as advised 
previously, still taking care to avoid overwater- 
ing. When the nights are hot it is better to water 
during the evening to induce a temperature 
drop about nightfall; this will assist to promote 
flowering and, in my experience, help avoid 
deformed flowers. 

Excessively high temperatures should be 
avoided by whatever means you have at your 
disposal. In the bush house, shading and simple 
misting of the plants is all that can practically 
be done; natural air movement usually avoids 
problems under these conditions. 

Glass houses can present problems with 
excessive heat during summer, particularly if 
they are small. An adequately sized evaporative 
cooler is a very useful, albeit costly, device for 
creating good summer growing conditions in 
the glasshouse. The cooler must be so installed 
that it draws fresh air from outside — recircula- 
tion is useless. Sufficient ventilation should be 
provided at the top of the house to ensure that 
the cooler operates without back pressure. A 


simple thermostat, set at about 28 degrees 
Celsius, is sufficient control; this may need to 
be wired through a relay. 

In the absence of an evaporative cooler, 
summer temperature control is best achieved 
by a combination of ventilation, shading and 
misting. Whilst shadecloth over, and some dis- 
tance away from, the glass house helps with 
cooling — and can conveniently be removed 
during the cooler months — a thin coat of white 
paint in addition is almost necessary. A vinyl 
water base paint, thinned with three or four 
times its volume of water, is very suitable, 
Don’t use an acrylic paint, it is almost impossi- 
ble to remove. | 


Phalaenopsis 


Potting:— All repotting of flowering size 
plants should have been completed (and all old 
flower spikes removed) by December. Small 
plants can still be potted on and compots potted 
out. 

Watering:— Water daily — preferably in 
early mornings. If heavy rains occur it is prefer- 
able to keep plants under a solid roof. 

Light:— Plants still require 90% shade at this 
time of year. 

Fertiliser:— Do not fertilise dry plants — 
always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly 
alternating over a 4 weekly cycle as follows— 
Wk./. — Inorganic low Nitrogen 

— Campbells A., Aqua K. 

— Aquasol or Phostogen. 
Wk.2. — Wuxall Folair. 
Wk.3. — Inorganic low Nitrogen — as for wk.1. 
Wk.4. — Organic — Fish emulsion or Nitrosol. 

The change to low Nitrogen/higher potash 
inorganic fertilisers is to harden plants for win- 
ter and promote better flowering. 

Pest Control:— Watch for fungus and rot. 
Spray with Mancozeb and Kocide every 4 
weeks or alternatively use Ridamil MZ WP. 

Spray with Diazanon, Malathion or 
Pyrethrum to control scale and insect pests. 

Keep a watch for mites and spray with a 
miticide as necessary. 


Vandaceous 


Watering:— Don’t allow to dry out. Water 
thoroughly every day. In very hot dry condi- 
tions water in early mornings and mist again 
late afternoon. 

Light:— Strap leaf vandas, ascocendas and 
other vandaceous genera with wide leaves 
require 50% to 70% shade although semi-terete 
and other narrow leaf types will be okay with 
30%. 

Fertiliser:— Do not fertilise dry plants. 
Always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly 
alternating over a 4 weekly cycle as follows— 
Wk.1. — Inorganic low Nitrogen 

— Campbells A., Flowfeed HP8. 

—or Aqua K. 
Wk.2. — Wuxall Folair. 
Wk.3. — Inorganic low Nitrogen — as for wk.1. 
Wk.4. — Organic — Fish emulsion or Nitrogen. 

Pest Control:— Fungicide every 6 weeks 
(e.g. Daconil, Wettable Sulphur or Ridomil MZ 
WP). 

Use Diazanon, Malathion or Pyrethrum to 
control insects. |

hrough the association with SAGE Horticultural, 
the Australian Cymbidium Society is proud to 
announce the state nominations, the section winners, 
and the Cymbidium Seedling of the Year. _ 
Congratulations to Jan and Andy Leamon of Narre 
Warren, Victoria, for the success of their seedling Cym. 
Ruby Valley ‘No. 1’ (Valley Regent x Ruby Eyes), the 
judges ultimate choice as the SAGE Horticultural 
Australian Cymbidium Seedling of the Year 2001. 
Cym. Ruby Valley ‘No. 1’ was the Victorian nomina- 
tion in the Intermediate Flower section. Highest points 
in the other categories went to: Cym. Kirby Lesh 
‘Lonsdale’, owned by Moss 
Bray of South Australia, in 
the Large Flower section; 
Cym. Gene Siskell ‘Lucy’, 
owned by Orchids Australia 
of New South Wales, in the 
Miniature Flower section; 
and, Cym. Blazing Fury 
‘Feathered’, owned by 


Bryants Orchids of New 
South Wales, in the Novelty 
Flower section. 

The Victorian nomination, 
Jan and Andy Leamon’s 
Cym. Ruby Valley ‘No. 1’ 


was originally seen at the 
OSCOV/Collector’s Corner 
show where it was awarded 
an AM by the Cymbidium 
Orchid Society of Victoria. 
A fortnight later, at the 
Australian Cymbidium 
Orchid Festival held at 
Ararat, it formed part of a 
display with a number of its 
siblings where an 
AQ/COSV was awarded, for 
a minimum of six plants of quality from the same seed 
pod. From a hybrid made in South Australia by both 
Mills Orchids and Dean Roesler, Jan and Andy’s 
seedling came from the Roesler version in which a dif- 
ferent clone of the Cym. Valley Regent parent was used 
with Cym. Ruby Eyes ‘Red Baron’ 4n to make the cross. 

Cym. Ruby Valley ‘No. 1’ carried four spikes on a 
moderately-sized plant in an eight-inch pot when 
awarded. The flower size was approximately 80mm and 
around 18 blooms were displayed on each strong, semi- 
pendulous, good length spike. 

Andy reports that the plant receives the same culture 
as the rest of their private collection and commercial 
nursery cymbidiums. It grows in an open-sided struc- 
ture with a clear, hard roof covered with 50% white

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shade cloth. Like all their cymbidiums, it is potted in 
8mm grade pine bark with no other additions. During 
summer all plants are watered every second day, with 
weak fertiliser applied via the watering system at each 
watering. As a commercial nursery with about one acre 
of growing space under a mix of roughly half poly-coy- 
ered tunnel houses and half shade cloth-covered areas, 
fertilising is based on a mix of bulk chemicals, as 
opposed to proprietary brands used by most hobby 
growers. The formula is loosely equivalent to that 
developed by Bob Nicolle at Valley Orchids in South 
Australia, which was based on the results of scientific 
leaf tip analysis. 

All cymbidiums in the 
nursery are grown on low 
benches approximately 
twelve inches off the ground. 
Andy is sure that the 
improved air circulation 
achieved over plants set 
directly on the ground is a 
big advantage, particularly 
during the wet and cold 
months of a Victorian win- 
ter. Not only does the 
improved air flow assist in 
drying the plants leaves in 
winter, but having the pots 
off the ground makes han- 
dling easier and helps with 
weed control. 

Andy’s involvement with 
orchids began in 1981, 
largely because his father 
had long been involved as a 
hobby grower himself. The 
idea of growing cymbidiums 
appealed to Andy as an ideal 
retirement business and, by 

1985 or 1986, he was selling cymbidiums to Dingley 
Fern Market and left his career in Civil Engineering in 
1989 to concentrate on the nursery full-time. Jan was 
involved in the orchid business during the same period 
and, in marriage and business, they have combined to 
make a successful partnership in more ways than one. 
Jan and Andy expressed their delight and surprise at 
winning the SAGE Horticultural Cymbidium Seedling 
of the Year and their appreciation to Bob Campbell and

President’s Report for 2001 


s the retiring President of the ACS, 

following a period of three successive 
one-year terms, my first duty in presenting 
my annual report is a pleasure in that I take 
this opportunity to extend my thanks and 
appreciation to the various state delegates, 
state bodies, and all those who have 
helped, encouraged and supported the 
objectives we have set out to achieve dur- 
ing my time as President. 

The past three years have certainly been 
busy and, because of this, have simply 
flown by. Many of the achievements made 
during that time faced their first real test 
with the recent National Show held at 
Dural in New South Wales and it was, per- 
sonally, very satisfying to see the initia- 
tives undertaken by the ACS work so well 
in practice. My congratulations go to the 
NSW organisers and all who provided 
assistance for a job well done. 

There were those (as there always are) 
who predicted failure for the ACS, and 
who voiced the opinion that four individ- 
ual states would be unable to reach con- 
sensus on major issues. Fortunately, all 
such predictions have been proven wrong 
by a high level of cooperation and a desire 
to take some meaningful steps forward in 
the promotion and development of cym- 
bidiums in Australia. 

Before moving on to the individual 
items which formed the basis of my report 
to the recent Annual General Meeting of 
the ACS, I take great pleasure in welcom- 
ing my successor, Helen Stretch, as the 
new ACS President. Helen has proven her- 
self to be an excellent Delegate for her 
home state of Western Australia and a 
valuable addition to the ACS Committee 
and I have every confidence in her ability 
to work with the various state bodies over 
the coming years as we continue to expand 
on the work already done. 


ACS National Delegates Meeting 


The last Annual General meeting of the 
ACS took place in Sydney on a muggy 
weekend in February 2001 and this meet- 
ing proved to be the most significant in our 
short history. I was heartened to see the 
positive response of all the delegates to the 
draft papers that had been circulated 
among all ACS state bodies prior to this 
meeting, with the result being that the ACS 
now has in place a minimum National 
Show Schedule, a set of National Show 
Rules, a National Judging Handbook and a 
National Award system, and I am confi- 
dent that all these documents will be main- 
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tained and positively reviewed each year 
to refine them further. During their formu- 
lation I came across a little saying that 
proved to be most helpful to me, “Rules 
are for fools, and for the guidance of the 
wise”, and I would hope that we all fall 
into the latter category. 


Cymbidiums Australia Editorial Panel 
The Australian Orchid Review keeps on 
going from strength to strength and the 
quality and variety of articles presented for 
publication has continued the high stan- 
dard set by Dean Roesler for the AOR. The 
energy of Rob and Noe Smith is truly a 
benefit to all Cymbidium enthusiasts and 
their contribution has enabled Dean to act 
in a more advisory role in the production 
of each issue. The Cymbidiums Australia 
section of the AOR is our main avenue to 
the orchid world and to the general public 


and this magazine is certainly one of our 
high-priority endeavours. 


2001 National Show 


In 2001 we saw the National Show 
return to NSW, this time in a completely 
different format. The show was held at 
Swane’s Nursery in Dural, with Van 
Schaik’s BIO-GRO and Garden City 
Plastics again being sponsors for this 
event. Unfortunately, I was not able to 
attend but, by all accounts it was obviously 
very successful with high standards set in 
the displays, with the individual plant 
quality achieving the highest standard pos- 
sible, and with 14 awards being granted. 
The ACS awards granted at this show 
have, I believe, vindicated our move to 
implement the National Show Schedule, 
National Show Rules, National Judging 
Handbook and the National Award system.

I would like to just reiterate that the 
ACS is a loose affiliation of the state 
Cymbidium bodies. We do not have a man- 
date or the power to impose our decisions 
onto the state clubs and we can only 
achieve change through cooperation, 
while remembering to have fun and not to 
take ourselves too seriously. We all enjoy 
what we are doing with our involvement in 
growing and showing the world’s best 
orchid genera, so let us strive to create any 
changes at a national level through good-

AS most of us know, the process 
of mericloning revolutionised 
the hobby and business of orchid 
growing for many genera, including 
cymbidiums. In theory, the meri- 
cloning process (cloning copies of a 
plant from the meristem tissue) pro- 
vides exact copies of the original 
plant although, in practice, some 
small percentage of variation or 
mutation can and does occur (bear in 
mind that we are only talking about 
responsible cloning here, not 
unscrupulous over-proliferation or 
the cloning of unproven stock that 
can lead to very substandard results). 

Sometimes the results of muta- 
tion during the mericloning process 
can produce undesirable results, but 
often they can be desirable and dra- 
matic. In some cases the resultant 
mutation may take the form of supe- 
rior flower form or size. In others 
peloric flower segments may result 
as in the cases of Cym. Wallamurra 
‘Ninja’ or Cym. Valley Oracle 
‘Variegated’. 


During the year 2000 season one 
such mutation appeared among a 
batch of mericlones of Cym. Red 
Pepper at Andy and Jan Leamon’s 
nursery in Narre Warren, Victoria. 
In this case the mutation took the 
form of a virtually concolour lip 
instead of the normal red-blotched 
and banded pattern common to the 
clone. In all other respects all flow- 
ers on the plant (now named Cym. 
Red Pepper ‘Janice’ ) were identical 
to the normal clones. 


Cym. Red Pepper ‘Janice’ caused 
more than a little interest with a 
number of local growers casting an 
eye over the plant. I’m sure Andy 
and Jan will be more than a little 
curious this season to see if the 
mutation is stable and whether 
‘Janice’ flowers again with its strik- 
ing concolour lips.

uality is undoubtedly par for the 
course at National Cymbidium 
Orchid Shows from now on, and the 
renowned Swanes Nursery became the 
showcase for some of Australia’s finest 
cymbidiums on the 10th, 11th and 12th of 
August 2001. Exhibitors are to be 
applauded for the many outstanding clones 
they had on display for enthusiasts as well 
as the general public to see and admire. 
My selection of twelve eye-catching 
orchids was confined to new clones that I 
had not seen before and was also restricted 
by photographer Kevin Butler’s ability to 
get shots of plants which all too often were 
too far away to be photographed properly. 
Apologies must also go to those owners of 
plants that I am unable to identify. 


1. Cym. (Globetrotter x Valley Zenith) 


A well tailored green intermediate with 
all the good attributes of its Cym. Valley 
Zenith parentage being passed on to it - 
clean colour, white lip and red band on the 
distal end. It was well presented on tall 
upright spikes with good flower counts. 


2. Cym. (Lerwick x Winter Wonder) 


Its owner, Brian Noble, must surely 
have been pleased with this lovely white

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intermediate (as its hybridiser I certainly 
was). Like a huge bunch of flowers the 
numerous spikes displayed themselves 
well. A light burgundy brushing added to 
the appeal of the flowers, as did the deli- 
cate lip markings. 


3. Cym. (Alexandra Rose x Winter 
Fire) 

This superb dark red intermediate will 
be hard to beat when presented in show 
condition. Its shape, rich, even colour and 
contrasting lip add up to “near-perfec- 
tion”. Hybridised and shown by Neville 
Schaefer in the Starquest Orchids display. 


4. Cym. Vibrant Bliss ‘Sunpure’ 
(Coraki Gold x Coraki Advent) 


Best in the Predominantly Yellow 
Standard section, this extremely well 
shaped flower is the result of some excel- 
lent line breeding by Greg Bryant. With 
Cym. Coraki in both of its parents as well 
as both of its grandparents, it shows the 
ultimate result being sought by the 
hybridiser. Another good result for 
Bryants Orchids. 


5. Cym. (Khan Flame x Yowie Rose) 
This large, dark pink, flat flower, with a 
bold lip, impressed me immensely. The 
fact that it was third in the Predominantly 
Pink Standard section was largely attribut- 
able to the fact that the two plants which 
beat it were both exceptional, both receiv- 
ing high Awards of Merit and with Cym. 
Coco Jim ‘Starquest’ going on to be 
judged Champion of the Show. Its owner 
Les Friess can look forward to flowering 
this plant in the future. A champion in the

making if its flower count can be 
improved. 


6. Cym. [(Pharaoh x Sarah Jean) x 
(Fancy Free x Trigo Royale)] ‘Rosy

How would you like to write this name 
on a thousand labels? No thank you, how- 
ever, I would like the orchid! The judges 
awarded it Best Intermediate Seedling. Its 
varietal name, ‘Rosy Glow’ quite ade- 
quately describes it, with the white seg- 
ments being heavily brushed with a sat- 
suma/plum colour. Its owners Bill and 
Monique Jablonski would most certainly 
have been pleased when they flowered it.

Orange coloured standard cymbidiums 
are becoming more prevalent. A whole 
spectrum of this colour have been emerg- 
ing in recent years and although a true 
orange colour may be as difficult to breed 
as a true pillar-box-red, they are nonethe- 
less creating waves. I would hope that in 
the not too distant future a separate class 
will be included for them in shows. Cym. 
(Karen x Alexandra Beauty) is one of the 
best [have seen in the orange colour range. 
It did have some red lining and overlay on 
the segments, however, this did not dis- 
tract from this very eye-catching standard 
bred by Neville Schaefer.

A delightfully different little miniature, 
with some almost indescribable features. 
Not everyone likes these weird colour 
combinations, but for those who do they 
have an attractiveness all of their own. 
Take the colour for instance, a combina- 
tion of purple and brown with lighter vein- 
ing. The lip was “lively”, with the almost 
black blotches immediately attracting 
attention. 


9. Cym. Khan Flame ‘*T.O.M.’ 
(Cronulla x Yowie Flame) 


In the Jablonski’s display this brown 
standard owned by Dr Tay caught my eye.

It didn’t win a prize, but was a winner in 
my opinion. By judging standards it may 
have been a little small and a little “cuppy” 
(I rather like “cuppy” flowers!), but its 
quality features made up for these. A gen- 
uine, rich chocolate-brown, with a brilliant 
white contrasting lip dotted and barred on 
the distal end with red and highlighted by 
a white pollen cap. 


10. Cym. (Coraki x John Jansma) 
‘Lightening’ 

Kevin Butler owner of Ezi-Gro Orchids 
in Western Australia has a liking for 
unusual and colourful cymbidiums (so do 
I) and is actively hybridising for them. 
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Cym. (Space Symphony x Dream Temple) 


‘Lightening’ is one of his creations. It is 
one of the many new clones we are seeing 
that have a dark brushing over a lighter 
base colour and, when combined with 
bright lips we have a very marketable 
product for pot plant producers. 


11. Cym. (Alexandra Rose x Big Taisho) 

The quest for outstanding red standard 
cymbidiums has come along way in the 
past 50 years considering there are no red 
species to evolve from, with huge devel- 
opmental improvements in the last decade. 
Hybridisers are now reaping the rewards 
from the immense genetic pool now avail- 
able for use. I selected Cym. (Alexandra 
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Cym. (Alexandra Rose x Big Taisho) 


Rose x Big Taisho) bred by Neville 
Schaefer, for its outstanding lip. Large 
and well balanced, with no rolling under 
at the distal end, crisp clean contrasting 
colour and beautiful patterning - great 
features to work with in the future.

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Fungal Problems 
in the Cymbidium House 


COMMON FUNGI ATTACKING 

CYMBIDIUMS ABOVE GROUND 

¢ Anthracnose Leafspot 

¢ European Anthracnose 

¢ Gloeosporium affine Sacc. 

¢ American Anthracnose 

¢ Glomerella cinta (Ston.) Spauld. &

Comments 

Due to similarity the fungi listed above 
are treated as one. They will attack any 
part above ground, including older flow- 
ers, with a preference for injured or weak- 
ened plants. Excessive use of high nitro- 
gen fertiliser is another attraction causing 
“leaf tip burn” (Ting & Ho, 1970). 


Symptoms 

Light brown to dark brown to black, 
slightly sunken but clearly defined mark- 
ings of round or irregular shape (occasion- 
ally seen as streaks following the leaf 
veins) preceded by a yellow margin. 
Development of small, scale-like fruiting 
bodies within the older section of the dis- 
eased area, surrounded by concentric 
rings. 


Control 


Remove and destroy all infected parts 
and spray with any of the before-men- 
tioned fungicides, for example, Benlate, 
Captan or Zineb. Lower the nitrogen con- 
tent of the fertiliser and keep leaves dry. 


¢ Flower Blight (Petal Blight) 
¢ Botrytis cinerea Pers. 


Comments 

A very serious, airborne disease attack- 
ing flowers at the worst possible time of 
the year, that is, the main flowering season, 
with cool and damp weather conditions 
and, to a lesser extent mainly older flowers 
during the warmer months. Like 
Anthracnose, it can cause “leaf tip burn” 
when high nitrogen fertilisers are used in 
excess (Ark, 1954). 
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Part 3

Symptoms 

Brown spots on petals and sepals, often 
found with a pink margin. Spots can be a 
few, or many, but with age can cover the 
whole surface. At the extreme end a grey 
mould will cover the flower which is the 
perfect stage of the fungus carrying the 
spores. 


Control 


As this fungus is hard to eradicate, 
removal and destruction of all infected 
flowers should be paramount. Spray with 
Rovral or Ronilan but a wettable powder 
like Benlate should only be used up to the 
bud stage as the chemical residue will 
spoil the flowers. An alternative spray 
should be used on open flowers. Increase 
air circulation and avoid overhead water- 
ing (or give the plants a chance to dry out 
quickly by watering early in the day). 
Lower the nitrogen content of fertiliser. 


¢ Leafspot (of Cymbidium orchids) 
¢ Cercospora sp. 


Although many species of Cercospora 
are causing diseases to a wide range of 
orchid genera, only one known kind has 
been reported in the USA as infecting 
cymbidiums, causing tiny spots of less that 
a millimetre in diameter. Control is the 
same as for Anthracnose Leafspot, but 
because it is not known whether this fun- 
gus is also present in Australia I won’t go 
into further detail here. 


¢ Sooty Mould 
¢ Capnodium citri (Berk. & Desm.) 


Comments 

An aptly named fungus, having the 
appearance of black soot. Supposed to be 
non-parasitic, but I personally have found 
rot under the mould on flowers and, once, 
on a spike. Admittedly, it could have been 
a secondary infection. This is a very messy 
fungus and can spoil the appearance of 
plants and flowers. 


Symptoms 

A black film on honeydew secreted by 
insects, like aphids or whiteflies, on flow- 
ers and leaves, or where ever it has been 
deposited. 


Control 


Wash off with water or wipe off with a 
damp cloth. Try to eradicate the insects. 


¢ Rust 


Comment 


A name given to disease caused by hun- 
dreds of different fungi and many of those 
infecting a large number of different 
orchid genera, but no references were 
made about cymbidiums. 


Symptoms 

Usually small to slightly large yellow 
spots on the upper-side of leaves, with pus- 
tules (spore-bearing structures) on the 
under-side. Can be fatal in many cases due 
to lack of suitable fungicides, but also if it 
has gotten out of control and is destroying 
leaves. 


Further Comment 


The reason for the inclusion of Rust in 
this article is due to a past experience I had 
with an infection I thought at the time 
wasn’t caused by any of the mentioned 
fungi, and here is a brief description . . . 
back in in 1989 I replaced a small shade 
house with a large one which forced me to 
place most of the plants on the lawn, par- 
tially protected by a large bush. It was dur- 
ing the winter months and the plants went 
unattended and the grass grew high around 
the pots. When the time came to relocate 
them into the new shade house I noticed a 
grey-ish substance appearing on the upper- 
side of the leaves, with some spotting. The 
under-side of the leaves were covered, 
some partially, some totally with a sub- 
stance looking not unlike the spore-bear- 
ing side of staghorn fern leaves. The lesser 
infected plants were saved by spraying 
with Zineb, but the worst affected did not 
respond too well and were discarded. The 
disease has not reappeared since then. The 
name Rust could be a misnomer and, 
therefore, I am seeking and would very 
much appreciate the help of somebody 
capable of identifying the disease. 


COMMON FUNGI ATTACKING 
CYMBIDIUMS AT OR BELOW 
GROUND 


¢ Black Rot (Black Pseudobulb Rot) 
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¢ Phytophthora cactorum (Leb. & 
Cohn/Schroet.) 
¢ Pythium ultimum Trow. 


Comments 

A disease caused by the two closely 
related genera of fungi, identifiable only 
under microscopic examination, and 
treated here as one. These two are among 
the most destructive fungi known, attack- 
ing a huge number of plants not just 
orchids. They are soil-borne and usually 
spread through contaminated water, run- 
offs, splashing, dripping from overhead 
pots, as well as from the handling of 
infected plants. This disease is worse dur- 
ing cool months with high humidity, but 
can also be a problem all year round with 
the continuation of high humidity or heavy 
watering. Poor drainage, poor aeration and 
consequent excessive water-holding is 
also favoured by these fungi, as well as cut 
rhizomes, roots, and other plant parts dam- 
aged during division. Although being soil- 
borne fungi and, most commonly, entering 
with devastating effects on plants at or 
below ground, they are capable of starting 
infections on any part of a plant, including 
flowers. Both fungi are the most common 
agents for “damping off’. 


Symptoms 

Depending upon the age of the plant and 
which part was attacked, symptoms may 
vary. Infection usually starts with water- 
soaked areas and, with the spread of the 
disease, will turn into a purple, purplish- 
brown or black rot, with a yellow margin 
on mature leaves. Bulbs will show an 
advancing margin of purple, followed by 
black rot, often accompanied by a putrefy- 
ing odour. Rhizomes cut during investiga- 
tion may also show partial or complete 
purple colouration. 


Contradiction 
Many authors describing Black Rot are 
combining the two pathogens 


Phytophthora and Pythium due to their 
similarity, giving greater detail to the for- 
mer and less to the latter. When descrip- 
tions are given to the purplish-pink dis- 
colouration of the rot caused by 
Phytophthora one must assume that this, 
although omitted, applies to Phythium as 
well. But, to quote Judy McMaugh 
describing the rot on page 229 of What 
Garden Pest Or Disease Is That? (accom- 
panied by a photograph) “.. . the rotted tis- 
sue is dark brown to black. A pinkish look 
indicates that the fungus responsible is 
probably Fusarium.” | feel that a clarifica- 
tion of the matter is definitely required 
here. However, symptoms of “damping 
off” are, firstly, water-soaked spots any- 
where on the leaves, leaves turning com- 
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Fusarium infected plant. Take note of a) pink rims of the cut rhizomes (indicated 
by arrows, and b) yellow bulbs and leaves. 


pletely brown and falling off, or brown to 
black rot at ground level, toppling an oth- 
erwise green plant. Being highly conta- 
gious, all infected plants must be removed 
immediately. A third fungus, Rhizoctonia 
solani, commonly associated with “damp- 
ing off’ can easily be distinguished from 
Black Rot by the fine, brownish fungal 
threads between the potting mix and the 
leaves touching it. 


Control 


Only effective whilst infection is still 
within the leaves. Larger plants may be 
saved by cutting back to unaffected bulbs, 
but in my experience this has very limited 
success. Remove all infected parts and 
destroy. Drench plants and new potting 
mix (applicable also for “damping off’). 
Preventative spraying is the preferred 
solution and suitable fungicides are 
Fongarid, Physan, Ridomil and Banrot. 


¢ Root Rot 
¢ Rhizoctonia solani Keuhn. 


Comments 


A very destructive disease caused by the 
infection of roots and rhizomes of many 
orchids, including Cymbidium seedlings, 
mericlones in community pots (refer to 
“damping off’ in Black Rot above), as 
well as mature plants. All are susceptible. 
This fungus favours warm temperatures 


and old, water-logged potting mixes but 
can also infect newly repotted plants with 
poor water drainage. 


Symptoms 

Rotting of roots and rhizomes. In young 
plants infection will move up into the 
lower leaves. The brown rot will surround 
the base, resulting in wilting and ultimate 
death. In mature plants rot is usually con- 
fined to the roots but, under certain condi- 
tions, can enter rhizomes and partly into 
pseudobulbs. Leaves and bulbs turn yel- 
low, become shrivelled, thin and twisted. 
The plant loses its vigor and will eventu- 
ally die. 


Control 


Remove all infected parts and destroy. 
Drench with Benlate, Captan, Terrachlor, 
Banrot or any two combinations (check 
the manufacturer’s label for compatabil- 


ity). 


¢ Fusarium Wilt 
¢ Fusarium oxysporum Schlecht. f. sp. 
Cattleyae Foster 


Comments 


A very serious soil-borne disease enter- 
ing roots and rhizomes of recently divided 
plants. Can kill a severely infected plant 
with three to nine weeks after infection, 
but plant may live longer in a continuing 
state of decline. 
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Fusarium infected plant. Take note of a) pink/red discolouration on leaf bases (not 
just outer ones), b) yellow leaves, and c) pink rim on cut rhizome (indicated by arrow). 


Symptoms 

Very similar above ground to 
Rhizoctonia and also causing the rotting of 
roots. It can be easily distinguished, how- 
ever, by the purple circle on the outskirts 
of a freshly cut rhizome with some light 
pink-purple colour in the centre. 
Progressively, the whole rhizome will 
develop the purple colouration, the rot will 
enter the bulb in part and the plant will die. 


Control 

There is no cure for this disease, 
although cutting back to healthy tissue 
may save you a small division.Seal all cuts 
with sulphur or Steriprune. Use fresh pot- 
ting mix. Treat in the same preventative 
way as for Rhizoctonia. 


¢ Southern Blight (Crown Rot, Mustard 
Seed Fungus) 
* Sclerotium rolfsii Sacc. 


Comments 
A very destructive fungus with a wide 
range of hosts, not just orchids. 


Commonly found in contaminated soil or 
potting mixes, rotting roots, bulbs and 
lower leaves. A. sclerotium (singular) is 
almost indestructible with a life span of 
five years or more and prefers warm and 
moist conditions. 


Symptoms 
Rotting usually starts at the crown, 
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spreading into the roots and leaves and 
causing considerable wilting. The white, 
cotton-like fungal threads are sometimes 
visible near ground level, surrounding the 
base of the plants. Below ground is the for- 
mation of sclerotia (plural, from the Greek 
scleros, meaning hard), hard shelled yel- 
low to brown resting bodies not unlike 
mustard seeds (hence Mustard Seed 
Fungus), capable of withstanding 
unfavourable environmental contitions 
and eventually developing into new fungi. 


Control 


Destroy all infected parts and potting 
mix. Dispose of by sending material to a 
rubbish dump. Do not dump in your gar- 
den or near other plants! Dip plants in 
Terrachlor. Use fresh potting mix. 


IN SUMMARY 


Originally, this article was intended for 
the benefit of Cymbidium growers by the 
telling of my plight and frustration, of my 
ignorance and the search for remedies, of 
the found solutions and, finally, future pre- 
vention to stop the break-outs of fungal 
diseases. However, during my research I 
realised that not only all above-mentioned 
fungal diseases are representative to many 
other orchid genera (compared to cymbid- 
iums some are even more destructive), but 
that the treatments are very similar as well. 
Considering the large number of orchid 


genera, the large number of other fungi not 
mentioned in my article, and the sensitiv- 
ity to certain chemicals by some of the 
soft-leaved plants, specialised treatment 
must be sought. Besides this, hopefully, all 
information provided should be of benefit 
to all orchid growers. For the readers and 
growers overwhelmed by the sheer vol- 
ume of this subject, I have created a short 
version .. . whether we like it or not, most 
fungi in any of its many forms are already 
present in potting mixes, or plants, or 
debris inside or around pots, or in the air, 
just waiting for the right conditions to 
develop and attack. But, with good culture, 
good housekeeping, preventative spray- 
ing, observance, recognition of symptoms 
and the know-how of treatments, the battle 
may be won.

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A Commonsense Approach 


to Orchid Virus 


well remember when we began growing 

orchids and became aware of the ner- 
vous and seemingly irrational response the 
mere mention of the word virus appeared 
to generate among orchid growers. Orchid 
virus was a taboo subject and any sugges- 
tion that another grower’s plant may have 
looked to be virused could bring about the 
strongest of reactions. We’ ve probably all 
known growers over the years who’s atti- 
tude towards virus could only be consid- 
ered extreme — people who swore they’d 
never owned a virused plant in their lives, 
or others who saw them everywhere, both 
in their own and in other people’s collec- 
tions. 

Anyone who’s been growing orchids for 
anumber of years has probably heard most 
of the old wives tales associated with the 
subject, most of which contained about as 
much truth as the outdated but widely held 
beliefs about contracting sexually trans- 
mitted diseases from toilet seats, or chew- 
ing gum wrapping itself around your 
innards if swallowed. Who hasn’t at one 
time or another been told by another 
grower, with seemingly complete author- 
ity, that they now grow such-and-such a 
genera because that particular genera isn’t 
affected by virus or, alternatively, has been 
told that a plant isn’t virused because 
putting it in full sun, changing fertilisers, 
using a special additive, or all of the above, 
made the leaf markings go away? I’ve 
heard growers claim that their plant isn’t 
virused, but then say that it doesn’t matter 
anyway because all orchids carry virus and 
it just lays dormant in some. 

The June/July 2000 issue of this maga- 
zine presented an outstanding article on 
the subject of virus, based on the research 
findings of a group of respected scientists 
and, over the past decade, numerous sci- 
entific reports have been published by the 
American Orchid Society, via the pages of 
their Bulletin. Unfortunately, I doubt if too 
many orchid growers read such articles, 
either because they find them too “dry” 
and boring, or because they are afraid of 
receiving bad news about their precious 
collection in such material. As the old say- 
ing goes, “Ignorance is bliss”. Of course, 
avoiding reading such articles is a real pity 
as information arms us and empowers us 
and may just save some of our most pre- 
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cious and expensive orchids to boot. 
Remaining blissfully unaware won’t save 
us as any plants we own that are already 
infected are infected for life and, if unin- 
formed, we may go along on our merry 
way spreading the disease to our previ- 
ously healthy stock. 

The following is an attempt to condense 
some of the current truths about virus into 
something readable and positive — to look 
at the subject rationally and to accept that 
orchid viruses are a fact of life for orchid 
growers but that they are manageable and 
not the end of the world although they 
may, unfortunately, be the end of the odd 
plant, or many! Perhaps that’s as good a 
starting point as any as no matter how dili- 
gent we are we will, from time to time, lose 
plants to virus, just as we occasionally lose 
them from fungal and bacterial infections 
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too. Maybe the factors which make virus 
seem worse to us than various types of 
rots, or fungal infections, is that the plant 
does not die or respond to any treatment, 
but can continue to grow, often appearing 
to be healthy in all respects except for leaf 
markings — although we know that it is a 
threat to every other orchid it comes in 
contact with meaning we have no option 
but to destroy the plant. If we went out to 
the orchid house one morning and found a 
mushy, wet, brown mess in the pot we 
could curse it, throw it in the bin and get 
over it, but virus isn’t that accommodating 
— we have to “put down” our loved one 
ourselves. Also, with virus we can’t cut off 
the infected piece, keep a division and, 
possibly, save the plant as, unfortunately, 
there is no cure. 

What we can do is follow the basic

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rules, maintain good culture and minimise 
the risk of viruses establishing themselves 
in our orchid collections or, if they are 
already present, restrict or prevent their 
spread until all infected plants are identi- 
fied and destroyed. 

To beat viruses, a little knowledge about 
how they operate is necessary. Viruses are 
spread by a number of methods: Some by 
biting and sucking insects such as aphids, 
leafhoppers, thrips, beetles, whitefly or 
mites; others by soil-inhabiting organisms 
such as nematodes or fungi; and, some are 
contagious and can be spread by contact, 
such as when parts of plants touch and 
plant juices from broken surfaces of 
infected plants are transferred to broken 
surfaces of (previously) uninfected plants. 
Similarly, contact infection can be 
achieved through the use of sap-contami- 
nated tools, pots, mix, and skin, when han- 
dling/repotting/watering/pruning your 
plants. 

The most common viruses infecting 
Cymbidium orchids are CymMV 
(Cymbidium Mosaic Virus) and ORSV 
(Odontoglossum Ring Spot Virus), both of 
which are spread primarily by contact 
through watering, cutting tools, potting 
mix and, handling. Both are quickly dis- 
rupted by soap and detergents and are, 
therefore, easily controlled, if routine 
hygiene is observed, if plants are spaced to 
avoid contact and, if possible contami- 
nants such as dead leaves, cuttings, used 
mix and pots are disposed of. 

Methods we’ ve found to be effective are 
the use of individual cutting tools for each 
plant (a plastic picnic knife in each pot), 
soaking other tools in a strong alkaline 
solution (bleach), clean newspaper put 
down for each plant (when repotting or 
dividing), never re-using stakes, pots, 
labels, etcetera (although if you’re willing 
to put the work in scrubbing, washing and 
disinfecting pots and labels they should be 
okay — with the exception of bamboo 


canes which we consider too hard to clean 
effectively). Something we have intro- 
duced recently is the use of disposable sur- 
gical-type rubber gloves when repotting. 
They are cheap enough to throw away reg- 
ularly and gloved hands can be rinsed in a 
strong concentration, like the one used for 
soaking tools, between plants without tak- 
ing the skin off (they also prevent 
ingrained dirt from potting mix after a 
day’s repotting)! 

Concerning ORSV, also known as 
TMV-Cym (Tobacco Mosaic  Virus- 
Cymbidium strain), the orchid strain 
ORSV has been shown to be a hybrid 
between the lineage which gave rise to 
TMV but has other genes which came 
from the tobaviruses that infect brassicas. 
In the past, the commonly-held belief has 
been that smokers and tobacco can infect 
orchids with TMV which may be present 
in various tobacco products. The identifi- 
cation of ORSV as being distinct from, 
albeit related to, TMV would indicate that 
the fear of ORSV infection being trans- 
mitted via tobacco products, or smokers 
due to their smoking, is unlikely. Research 
in the USA reports that attempts to infect 
orchids with TMV (tobacco strain), while 
causing local lesions on the plant tissue, 
failed to infect the orchid with the virus. 
The fact that, in the past, much higher per- 
centages of the population were smokers 
and in some famous nurseries it’s probable 
that most or all of the employed gardeners 
smoked (with the use of pipes and hand- 
rolled cigarettes leading to greater contact 
with tobacco itself), would tend to support 
the American research — otherwise it’s 
hard to see how there would have been a 
single orchid left uninfected for modern 
breeding lines to develop from. Any 
responsible orchid grower, who is also a 
smoker, should avoid the possibility of 
infecting their own or anyone else’s 
orchids by practising suitable hygiene 
methods, however small the risk. Of

course, smokers could be carrying ORSV 
on their skin through handling infected 
plants (unrelated to but coincidental to 
their smoking habit), just as non-smokers 
could, if basic hygiene isn’t observed. 

It is an unfortunate fact that while 
orchid growers, and Cymbidium growers 
in particular, tend to focus on CymMV and 
ORSV when viruses are mentioned, other 
less well-known viruses are also quite 
common among orchid collections. Many 
of these lesser-known viruses, such as 
OFV (Orchid Fleck Virus), are readily 
spread via insect vectors so it is imperative 
that infestations of such pests are kept 
under control and the likes of aphids, false 
spider mites, etcetera, are eradicated if dis- 
covered. 

While it would be quite easy to despair 
about the subject, the fact is that while 
viruses in orchids (or any other plants) 
may never be eliminated, they can be con- 
trolled and the incidence of their occur- 
rence can be kept to a minimum. Through 
good culture, pest control and common- 
sense hygiene the chances of introducing 
or spreading virus can be kept to an 
absolute minimum. 

If you didn’t read the article in the 
June/July 2000 issue of AOR, do yourself 
a favour and find a copy and read it. It 
could be one of the best investments you 
make in the future of your orchid collec- 
tion. While no research can be considered 
definitive as new discoveries will always 
be made, any recent data is better than no 
data at all. Please remember too that the 
only place for a virused orchid is in the 
incinerator and definitely not the trading 
table, sales bench or wheelie bin, where 
some unsuspecting scavenger may “‘res- 
cue” it. If we can break the cycle we can 
control, if not eradicate, virus.
